persons vjas held on 26 June. Among those present ltd re Gottlieb Fiala , 
tjho acted as chairman, Karl Steinbardt, Frans Ilonner, Friodl Fttrnfeerg, 
party delegates from USIA plants, and representatives of Land and Besirk 
CP organisations. Fiala opened the nestin'’ with the arniouncement that 
Sraunsteiner, Austrian representative at ’ foresaw, too unable to attend* 
owing to unforeseen circumstances , but \jould bo at the next connitteo 
nesting on 3 July. 

2. Fiala stated that the Italian general strike would b© pushed through 
"nnmorclf ully * 1 and tamed that Austrian Communists should not sit on 
the sidelines, but should help their Italian brothers, tie renarked 
that the eventual revolution would be nade easier in Austria because 
of t!io lack of an airy or an adequate police force to oppose the 
workers. 

3. Discussing the Tarek case, Fiala said that the Austrian Government and 
the western powers would soon bo embarrassed ty the 'to vie t publication 
of a list of Austrian argents -jerking for the western allies. 

4. Fiala requested that all party officials submit lists of all absolutely 
reliable Cannunists, with special emphasis on former members of the 
Social Democratic Schutabund. Coradttees . are to be formed in each Besirk 
to screen party members and to report on persons potentially dangerous to 
a futtiro Communist state. Reports are also to be submitted on the also 
ofamt! depots and the strength o r ' action groups of the opposition partlae

nuclei for Communist action committees.) 

% Fiala tfimed against individual action by party members and stressed the 
vital necessity of the party’s working as a unit. He ordered members to 
follow only those patlis indicated by responsible party leaders. 

6. Frans Houotny, Vienna CP official, addressed the mooting and stated that 
the Russians had recently refused a request for ama for the Communist 
Selhstochuts. A similar request was made to the Yugoslav and Hungarian 
governr snw s and these declared themselves ready to am and assist the

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■wex® already be ins received.) Nowotny added that the Russians ujould 
continue to am the Werkschutz.
